There is ntT tlm present time such widespread discussion throughout j 
Canada of the subject of immigration, together with its allied subjects of 
assimilation of noa-British peoples into the Canadian family, education of 
both the native born und now comers, Including mastery of the English 
language by the latter, that it is well people generally should have placet! 
Ik fore them the actual facts and be guided by those facts rather than gen¬ 
eral assertions In support of which no proof is advanced. It is well that 
those discussions take place, provided they are fair and reasonable and based 
upon facts lather than hearsay. As a contribution to such constructive dte- ; 
cushion of an imi>ortant national question this article is written. 

According to the official census figures for the three prairie provinces 
of Manitoba. Saskatchewan and Alberta for the years 1916, 1921 and 1920, 
the British-born and the foreign-born were as follows:

The figures of British-born or foreign-born for the year 192G do not in¬ 
clude Indians, of which there were 13.21b in Manitoba, 13,001 in Saskatch¬ 
ewan. and 13,227 in Alberta. 

The above official figures disclose the fact that whereas the total popu¬ 
lation of the three prairie provinces increased during the ten-year period 
1916 to 1926, by 329,729, the British-born population incrcused by 330,039, 
the difference being accounted for by a decrease in the foreign-born popula¬ 
tion of 20.330. 

Evidence as to whether or not new comers to these Western provinces 
nnd the Canadian-born children of parents of non-British origin are being 
assimilated into the Canadian family; also whether or not education of the 
people is keeping pace with the growth in population, Is furnished by statis¬ 
tics of illiteracy compiled by the census enumerators, and set forth in the 
following table of persons ten years of nge or over:

were 4,988 fewer persons who could not read and write. 

In Saskatchewan, with 130,775 more people ten years of age or over, 
there were 12,267 fewer people of the illiterate class. 

In Alberta, where the number of persons ten years of age or over in¬ 
creased by 92.998; the number of the illiterate decreased by 4,144. 

The official figures quoted in the above two tables conclusively show* 
that the danger feared by many people of these Western Provinces losing 
their British and Canadian character is not being realized; that, on the 
contrary, the percentage of foreign-born to British-born is steadily decreas- I

They further establish the fact that steadily, even rapidly, the children 
and the younger generations jjf non-British settlers are learning to read and j 
write English, thus fitting themselves to take their place in and be efficient ;

Flin Flon Railway 

More Tliaii Half Of the Steel Has j 
Now Been Laid On Branch 
Line 

Fifty-one miles or more than half 
the steel have been laid on the branch 
line from the Hudson’s Bay Railway 
to Flin Flon, according to H. A. Dix¬ 
on, chief engineer of the western lines 
of the Canadian National Railway 
who returned to Winnipeg from an 
inspection of the line and also to the 
end of steel on the Hudson’s Bay 
Railway. 

Thirteen hundred men arc engaged 
in building the Flin Flon branch line, 
Mr. Dixon said, and the work is well 
ahead of schedule. Six hundred of 
these men are busy on rock work on 
the last 31 miles. There is u consid¬ 
erable amount if this work to be done, 
but such progress lias boen made that 
steel will be into the FUn Flon before 
the end of the year. Seven hundred 
men are engaged in track work, in¬ 
cluding ballasting and bridge filling 
and two steam shovels are also busy 
on this work. The discovery of a large 
deposit of suitable ballast close to the 
line will assist in expediting construc¬ 
tion.

live days by bad weather. The islet, 
on the north side of Isfjord, bears 
the forbidding name of Deodmanso- 
eira. It is a mere speck in the Arc¬ 
tic waste. There was shelter for 
Koehl, Fitzmaurice and Von Huene- 
feld, on Greenly Island, but there is 
no lighthouse on Deodmansoelra. 

The Wilkins announcements were! 
all the briefer because the regular j 
radio operator of the small station in I 
the Svalbard Archipelago was killed 1 
u few days ago in an accident. Some-1 
one of the Spitzbergen colony knew J 
enough about wireless transmission) 
to get out word of that accident and 
to call for a relief operator. 

It was not clear as to who trans¬ 
mitted the messages from Wikins, 
hut he may have done that himself, 
as he had kept in communication 
with Stations in Alaska by using a 
small radio set with which his ’plane 
was equipped while he was still at 
Point Barrow. The plane set is be¬ 
lieved. however, to have gone out of ] 
commission, for no word came from 
Wilkins on the day he hopped off nor 
for several days preceding the start.

Governor-General .Might Spend Sum¬

Backing Revolution 

British Home Secretary Satisfied 
Money Comes From Russia 

London.- The belief that Russian 
money is being used to foment 
revolutionary action in Great Britain 
was expressed by Sir William Joyn- 
son-1 licks, Home Secretary, in the 
Commons. 

"I am satisfied that notes in the 
possession of Irish gunmen had quite ■ 
recently been issued by a Russian 
bank," said the Home Secretary, re¬ 
plying to a question which had refer¬ 
ence to the finding of Bank of Eng¬ 
land notes on persons described us 
Irish gunmen rounded up before 
Easter. 


Cobourg, Ont. "I desire to stale 
that neither in the article nor in the 
pleading was there any thought of 
Implicating Sir Arthur Currie by in¬ 
ference or otherwise.

ualties incurred during the operations 
that ended with the entry of the 
Canadian Corps into Mans on Nov¬ 
ember 11 , 1918, this declaration by 
Mr. Preston was a dramatic inter¬ 
position into a day which, on the 
whole, was dull and dreary. The 
climax was not reached at this stage, 
however. While Mr. Preston’s state¬ 
ment was sinking into the ears of 
those in court Mr. Regan was asked 
If he "associated himself with Mr. 
Preston in this respect.”

Kamloops, B.C.- British Columbia 
farmers haven’t yet found a com¬ 
plete substitute for the horse and 
they are paying higher prices for the 
animals now than for years past, ac¬ 
cording to D. B. Johnstone, Kam¬ 
loops horse dealer. 

"Work horses that a year ago 1 
would have sold for $10 or $15, were 
sold recently for as high ns $72, and 
good cows, not the beat at that, 
fetched as high as $85,’’ Johnstone 
stated. Good draught horses are 
scarce in British Columbia and are 
being shipped as far east as Mon¬ 
treal.

Farmers would incrcoso tholr 
yields and lower their operating 
costs by using clean graded seed. The 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
administers through ita Seed Branch 
a “Seed Act" which provides that "all 
seed offered or exposed for sale in 
Canada must come within minimum 
standards provided for tho removal 
of small, shrunken, inunaturo or 
broken kernels or Inert matter; that 
the seed itself la? mature, plump 
sound, etc.,; and thut the seed comply 
with minimum standards for purity 
uud germination test. 

Tho highest grade of. seed is tern, 
cd "registered”. Reed growers produc¬ 
ing such "registered seed” are under 
Government inspection, and their 
crops must be 99.99 per cent pure to 
variety before they reooivo recognl 
lion. Crop registration is assigned by 
the C'nmuliun Seed Growers Associa 
tlon. Samples of such seed arc sub¬ 
jected to laboratory inspection, and 
the entire lot from which the sample 
has been taken is inspected and If 
i found up to standard it is tagged and 
j officially sealed. 

Farmers would do well to secure a 
small quantity of this “registered" 

; seed and tho following season with 
the seed produced from tho small 
quantity seed a larger ucreage. 

The lower tho grade of seed tho 
j more weed seeds they contain, and 
! generally speaking tho low'd tho 
vitality and poorer the quality.

About 1793 
Governor Slnicoe proposed to found 
an aristocracy in Canada by bestow¬ 
ing baronetcies upon executive coun¬ 
cillors whose sons would, of course, 
inherit the titles. His scheme came 
to naught, and since that distant day ( 
titles have been granted rather spar-j 
ingly In this country, generally to 
lieutenant-governors, chief justices, 
generals, premiers and federal cab¬ 
inet ministers. 

Not counting Canadian women who 
have married British titled men, nof 
taking Into account British titled peo¬ 
ple who liavo settled in Canada, there 
arc today approximately 140 Cana¬ 
dian or quasi-Cnnadlan men and wo¬ 
men with lilies— the lattcrs’ titles, 
of course, being tributary to those of 
their husbands, living or ilccesased. 
This list, too, may not include nil 
titled Canadians In other parts of the 1 
Empire. 

According to the best Information, 
the Canadian men who hold peerages 
wre Tho second Earl of Strathcoua, 
the second Baron Shaughnessy, Bar¬ 
on Atholstan, Baron Beavcrbrook, the 
ninth Baron Aylmer, and the eighth 
Baron de Longueuil. who, unlike the 
others, does not hold a seat in the 
House of 1/ords.

But in Canada, which lacks a regu-' 
lar aristocracy and landed estates to; 
support such dignities, hereditary j 
titles may sometimes prove almost J 
embarrassing to the successors. In 
Britain inheritors of titles can go in¬ 
to politics or enter tho army, navy.: 
the diplomatic service or even the 
dignified bar or church where the 
surroundings fit their rank. 

But in workaday Canada cnodt- 
tlons are very different. One finds, 
for Instance, a Montreal successor to 
a barony earning his living os a law¬ 
yer in the courts, where the barrister- 
peer has the right to be addressed 
even by “his lordship” on the bench 
as “my lord.” 

In Winnipeg the baronet grandson 
of u great Canadian statesman is 
partner In a law firm, and in Mon¬ 
treal the baronet descendant of a 
famous soldier Is a hard-working 
C.P.R. official. Similarly the baronet 
who inherited the title conferred up¬ 
on an illustrious chief justice in Tor¬ 
onto was, long after his accession to 
the dignity, a busy agent for paving 
supplies in New York City, where he 
modestly and, to the amazement of 
Americans, kept his prefix in the 
background.

BRIEFLY TOLD 


Montagu Norman, distinguished 
British ilnanoicr, has been re-elected 
governor of the Bank of England by 
the stockholders. He became governor 
of the bank in 1920. 

The tlrst commercial shipment by 
air to Toronto arrived at the Leftside 
airport. It consists of n number of 
models of fasliionnblc dresses, order¬ 
ed for a department store. 

The British post office is experi¬ 
menting with ft process by which 
telegrams may be sent like pictures 
and reach the persons to whom they 
arc addressed in facsimile of the 
handwriting of the sender. 

Third reading has been given in 
the House to a bill amending the Do¬ 
minion Lands Act. The measure ex¬ 
tends second homesteading privileges 
to certain classes of settlers in West¬ 
ern Canada. 

Fifty-one miles or more than half 
the steel has been laid on the branch 
line from the Hudson Bay Railway to 
Flin Flon. Thirteen hundred men 
are engaged in building the line, and 
the work is well ahead of schedule. 

Spurred on by the successful flight 
of the German aeroplane Bremen, 
Stephan Dubois and Alexander Kurz, 
widely known Hungarian pilots, have 
announced their intention of attempt¬ 
ing a flight from Budapest to New 
York in June. 

Confident that the Italia is able to

The Independent-Reporter of 
Skowhegan, Maine, has more than 
4,600 subscribers, nn advertising 
revenue of some $21,000 Inst year, 
and half ns much besides from sub¬ 
scriptions, Olid the editor wouldn't 
change places with the editor of any 
daily paper In the country. 

Those figures of Income surprised 
me when one of the New England 
men at the luncheon tabic quoted 
them. 

'They're not especially high." said 
: the vice-president of one of tho na¬ 
tional country-paper organizations. 
"Higher than the average, but I could 
give you hundreds of examples of 
country weeklies with bigger In¬ 
comes. Our organization tins been 
trying to find out which weekly car¬ 
ried the largest volume of advertis¬ 
ing for the past year. The highest 
figures we have got so far are from 
the Tfhios-Rccord, of Spencer, West 
Virginia, which ran 71.33.1 Inches 
during tile year. Their rate ts low 
for a circulation of above 5,000, only 
1 32 cents nn Inch, but that gives them 
nn advertising revenue of more than 
$22,500. I could name fifty country' 
weeklies offhand which regularly ear¬ 
ly from 40,000 to 60.000 Inches of ad¬ 
vertising annually, at rates from 30 
to 50 cents an Inch." 

“Maybe you’ll believe me now,” 
suggested Bert Mills. I was ready 
! to believe anything. But I was curl-; 

| ous to know where all tilts advertis¬ 
ing came from. 

"Perhaps 5 per cent, of It Is na¬ 
tional advertising foreign business, 
as we call it," explained the head of 
an agency which serves some 9,000 
j country weeklies. "The rest of It ts 
! loenl advertising, by local merchants 
to local people. Mighty little of it is 
mail-order advertising; most of the 
foreign business is of commodities 
w hich are handled by local merchants 
and Is what Is known as Institutional j 
advertising. And tho foreign adver¬ 
tiser pays as high a rate as the local 
merchant, or higher lu many cases." ! 

"You can buy space In daily news¬ 
papers at a great variety of rates," 
put In an editor from Oklahoma, "de¬ 
pending upon the amount of space 
used, the number of Insertions in a 
given time, and other considerations. 
The tendency in the country press is 
toward a flat rate per inch for every¬ 
body, no matter how large the ad¬ 
vertisement or how often it runs. > 
That is one of the things our state 
and national editorial associations 
have been educating our members 
to." 

"There must have been some effec¬ 
tive educational efforts among local \ 
merchants too,” I suggested, remem¬ 
bering old Otto Muncaster’s six bar¬ 
rels of lime. 

"That of course,” replied tlie Okla¬ 
homa man; "but how the small-town 
j business men have learned that les¬ 
son! Never heard of Bob Mooney, did 
you? His store Is in an Oklahoma 
town which had 906 population the 
last time they took the census; but 
Bob does $2,000,000 a year In busi¬ 
ness, all from advertising In the 
country weeklies uround his part ol 
the state. 

"What has happened in this coun-, 
t ry since the war Is that business 1 
everywhere Is done in the same way 
and in the sume commodities,” he 
went on. "There is no longer any 
great difference between the city mar¬ 
kets and the country markets except 
In the volume of business done in a 
given area. The only differences now 
are of degree, not of kind. Country 
folk buy the same things city folk 
buy; country merchants carry the 
same lines you can find In State 
Street or Fifth Avenue. And the 
! country newspaper presents the story 
of the country merchant to its read- 
[ ers in the same way the city papers 
do. 

"We who publish country news- 
| papers are the beneficiaries of a new 
j nationalization of interests, of a 
drawing together of all the peoplo 
until there is no longer any sharp 
! distinction In appearance, dress, man¬ 
ners. business methods and habits of 
thought between the people who live 
in the small towns and on the farms 
and those who live in the big cities." j 

"Yeah, they bob their hair and roll 
their stockings out on the farm now 
[ just as they do in town,” drawled an 
editor from Maryland. "I've got a 
paper down on the Eastern Shore- 
been running sixty-five years or 
more. We used to carry advertising 
of fertilizers and mules, with a cou¬ 
ple of standing half pages from the 
general stores. Here’s a copy of my 
latest issue; look It over." 

I looked. They still use mules on 
the Eastern Shore. Ilhoda and Tobe, 
Kate and Dolly and u dozen other 
teams of mules were advertised for 
sale; also fertilizer, seed potatoes and 
other essentially agricultural com¬ 
modities. No question about it, this 
was a rural paper. But the biggest 
advertisements were of the Center¬ 
ville department stores and drug 
stoics. Silk stockings and bathing 
suits for tlie farmers’ wives and 
daughters- Golf knickers, a big dis¬ 
play advertisement offering special 
baigaius lu that truly rural commod¬ 
ity! 

"Preserve your youthful beauty," a 
drugstore advertisement exhorted 
the farm women, listing a sale of lo¬ 
tions and face creams Including — 
whisper! —rouge and lipsticks. And 
automobiles. Not only trucks nnd 
flivvers but high-grade cars, half a 
dozen makes. 

“And that's typical,” said an 
Illinois editor who had been looking 
over my shoulder. “We’re making a 
drive in our paper now for a country 
golf course. I live In a dairy country, 
and our farmers don’t take enough 
time off to play, and neither do our 
business men. You’d be surprised at 
the Interest there Is In golf, especially 
I among the younger furraers."

CAKE OF THE "BA HV TEETH" 

Paradoxically speaking, the care 
of baby’s teeth should begin before 
they arrive. 

A soft cloth should bo used dally 
to cleanse the gums and keep them 
healthy before tlio coming of the lit¬ 
tle teeth. 

Symptoms of tooth eruption in the 
young child are, us a rule, not lack- ] 
Ing. Locally there will De slight in-1 
flammation, with swelling; the area 
In wilich the tooth will erupt show¬ 
ing a tenseness and shlnyness of tis¬ 
sue. The child will exhibit a tendency 
to bite at anything such as its toes, 
lingers etc., and evidence a general 
irritability and restlessness, accom¬ 
panied, possibly by a slight fever. 

Should the eruption of tlio tooth 
seem too tardy and cause the child 
considerable pain, the family dentist 
should bo consulted. 

As soon as tlio first tooth has erupt-1 
ed the use of the mouth cloth should 
be supplemented by a soft brush, us¬ 
ing clear water In tho dally brushing. 
Later when the child has reached tlio 
age when it will not swallow cvcry- 
i tiling that Is put In its mouth, a llt- 
' tie good dental cream may he put on 
the brush. 

However, along with these efforts. 

I attention should bo given to a correct 
diet, und tlio parent should insist on 
proper mastication of Its food by the 
! child. 

Little children should not bo nl- 
lowed to eat candy or other sweets; 
they are ruinous to the young teeth. 

It would not be too early to take 
I the child to the dentist at two and a 
j half or three years of age, and there¬ 
after at Intervals of from three to 
six months, as may prove necessary, 
j In this way, small cavities can bo de- 
j tected early and treated with prac¬ 
tically no discomfort to the child, and 
| so the teeth are preserved from fur¬ 
ther and extensive decay.

♦hay ac» reread, there is more real pleasure crowded 
Into that abort time than they experience during the 
ethar three hundred and aixty-two days of the year. 

For three days the Indian ia “King of Banff”. 
Ba pitches hie tepees under tha steep cliffs of Cas¬ 
cade Mountain, known to the Indiana from ancestral 
days aa “Storey Chief”. Cloaa to “Stoney Chief” and 
stin known by Ms original name stsnda “Stoney 
8quaw”. The latter la a pretty mountain, much 
smaller than its neighbour, nut with in appealing 
feminine dignity all Tt* own. The reason, then, for 
the Indiana original oho lea of names is obvious to 
all. 

For these three festival days the Indian is lord of 
all he surveys, and all through tha village of Banff 
end in and around tha famous Banff Springs Hotel 
the arena resembles a veritable monster Indian camp. 
Tbs rerent that probably led up to ths adoption of 
In dire Day* eoeurred in July 1889 when rail traffic, 
both wot and west otf Banff was tied up for a period 
of ten days, as heavy rains had waahed out tha tracks 
b bath iUt notions. Ths Banff Springs Hotel, then 
■ret a ret ai l structure, was crowded with tourists who 
*re»'4 tire# bang heavily on their hands. 


The hotel manager at that time and Tom Wilson, 
the famous Rocky Mountain guide, then put their 
heads together and decided to invite up the whole 
Stoney Indian Tribe front the Morley Reserve to 
make friends with the visitors. 

What is today the main road to the hotel was on 
that occasion staked off as a race track, the winning 
post being placed at the hotel entrance. Every form 
of race and sport known to the Indians was held, in 
addition to many suggested by the white spectators. 
Altogether the visit of the Indians was a marvellous 
success, and it ultimately led to the establishment in 
1907 of an annual Indian Day, which in time grew 
into ths continent-wide advertised Indian Days. Tha 
Indians look forward to these days with the greatest 
enthusiasm and early on in the year start counting 
“only so many days now till we go to Banff”. The 
Indian village of a hundred tepees is, as said before, 
located at the foot of Cascade Mountain for this 
festival, snd is semi-circular in form, each band of the 
tribe having a section to themselves. Rations are 
served directly the Indian village is In shape. The 
Government donates three buffalo annually to the 
Indians, and the first one of these is then shot by a 
game guardian and quickly cut up by the redskin 
butchers. So skilled and speedy are the few Indian 
butchers employed, that within thirty minutes after 
the shot is fired, there is not a vestige left of what 
was once a lordly animal weighing approximately 
one ton.
